RESOLUTIONS. 


At  a  Joint  Special  General  Meeting  of  the  Members 
of  the  Colonial  Society  and  of  the  Colonial  Society 
Club,  held  on  Thursday,  the  2nd  day  of  December 
1841,  to  receive  the  Report  of  the  Committees  of 
Management  of  the  Colonial  Society,  and  of  the  Colo- 
nial Society  Club— made  in  conformity  with  the  Reso- 
lutions passed  at  the  Special  General  Meetings  of  tlie 
Society  and  Clu1),  requesting  the  Committees  to  revise, 
consider,  and  report  upon  the  Principles  and  Rules  sub- 
mitted by  the  Provisional  Committee  for  the  Amalga- 
mation ot  the  Two  Bodies,— The  following  Resolutions 
were  Adopted. 

Lr.  Col.  Sir  Duncan  McDougall,  K.C.S.F., 
in  the  Chair. 

The  Notice  convening  the  Meeting  and  the  Report 
the  Joint  Committees  were  read  by  the  Secretary. 

It  was  then  moved,  seconded,  and  Resolved, 

That  the  Recommendations  contained  in  the  Report 
of  the  Joint  Committees  be  put  seriatim  for  the  consi- 
deration of  this  Meeting.

Tlie  followiiif^  Resoluttoxs  on  such  Rfcommciulations 
were  then  put  and  carriec]. 


1.  "That  .'ill  the  Engaj^ements  and  Liabilities  of  the 
Colonial  Society  and  of  the  Colonial  Society  Club, 
be  adopted  in  their  KuHest  extent  l)y  the  Anial<>aniate(l 
Body,  in  conjunction  witli  all  Menihers  of  the  Two 
Bodies  belonging  to  them  on  the  2nd  day  of  December, 
1841,  fairly  ])roportioned  to  the  Two  Bodies  as  Mem- 
bers of  the  Colonial  Society  onh/^  or  as  Members  both 
of  the  Colonial  Society   and  of  the  Colonial  Society

2.  "  That  the  whole  Subscription  to  the  Amalgamated 
Body  be  Six  Guineas  only,'* 

?>,  "  That  Members  of  the  Colonial  Society  onbj, 
and  Candidates  for  the  same  approved  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  that  Society  on  or  before  the  18th  August, 
UUl,  be,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee  of 
]Management  of  the  Amalgamated  Body,  at  liberty  to 
become  Members  of  the  Amalgamated  Body,  on  payment 
of  the  like  annual  Subscription  and  an  Entrance  Fee  of 
Ten  Guineas,'* 


4.  "  That  the  annual  Subscription  of  any  of  the  above 
Members  being  Life  Subscribers  to  the  Society,  be, 
in  consideration  of  the  composition  already  paid  by 
them,  less  in  amount  by  Two  Guineas  than  that  of  an 
ordinary  Member." 


5.  "Tliat  no  T^lember  of  the  Society  be  privilo-cd  to 
join  tlie  Amalgamated  Body  on  tlie  payment  of  tlie 
Entrance  Fee  of  Ten  Guineas,  unless  his  desire  he 
si<rniiied  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  on  or  before  the 
Annual  General  Meeting  in  [the  hrst  Wednesday  in 
June,]  1842,  if  such  Candidate  he  resident  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  on  or  before  the  1st  January, 
1843,  if  abroad,  or  unless  the  delay  shall  be  justified  to 
the  siitisfaction  of  the  Committee.'* 

0.  "That  Members  of  the  Colonial  Society  onli/,  not 
desirous  to  participate  in  all  the  advantages  of  the  Amal- 
gamated Body,  be  at  liberty  to  continue  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  all  their  present  rights  upon  payment  of  an 
annual  Subscription  not  exceeding  one-half  of  that  to 
be  paid  by  Members  desirous  to  participate  in  all  the 
advantages  of  the  Amalgamated  Body,  subject  to  the 
rules  and  alterations  of  future  General  Meetings.  Life 
Subscribers  excepted,  whose  composition  already  puid 
shall  in  this  case  relieve  them  from  the  annual  Sub- 
scription." 

7.  «  That  such  permission  shall  not  extend  to  any  pre- 
sent Member  of  the  Society  and  Club  desirous  to  secede 
from  the  latter,  unless  his  desire  be  signified  in  writing 
to  the  Secretary  on  or  before  the  31st  December,  1841,  if 
such  member  be  resident  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
on  or  before  the  1st  January,  1843,  if  abroad." 

8.  "  That,  for  the  purpose  of  spreading  through  the 
Colonies  the  influence  of  this  Society,  and  of  securing  the

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 


THE     COLONIAL    SOCIETY. 


I.  The  "  CotoNiAL  Society"  shall  consist  of  Constitu- 
all  Persons  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  *^"^  '^^  *^® 
British  Colonies  or  Possessions  abroad.  . 

II.  The  Society  shall  not  be  limited  as  to  Number  of 
the  number  of  Members.  Members. 

III.  Politics  of  every  description,  except  Poiitica 
Questions  relating  to  the  Colonies,  shall  be  ®**'^"'*®^' 
absolutely  excluded  from  the  objects  of  the 
Society. 

IV.  Election  to  the  Society  shall  be  by  Election  by 
BaUot.  ^^<'^' 


y.  Each  Candidate  for  admission  shall  be  AdmisBfoaof 
proposed  by  one  Member  and  seconded  by  ^«»n*>eW' 
another,  both  of  whom  shall  be  answerable  for 
the  eligibility  of  such  Candidate.    The  name 
of  the  Candidate,  his  usual  place  of  residence,

to  the    Bankers   of    the   Society   an   order 
for  the  amount  of  whatever  Entrance  Fee  or 
Subscription  shall  be  due  from  him,  the  pay- 
ment of  which  shall  be  considered  as  distinctly 
implvin-  his  acquiescence  in,  and  subjection 
t.3,  the  Rules  of  the  Society,  but  a  Member 
shall  not  be  absolved  from  the  effect  of  such 
Rules  on  any  allegation  of  not  having  received 

them.

if  the  Subscription  be  not  paid  on  oi  before 
thP  1st  of  May,  the  Secretary  shall  report 
l^ordL  ^  to  L  Committee  who  shalUau^e 
his  name  to  be  erased  from  the  List  of  Mem- 
bers: but  the  name  of  such  Member  may  be 
restored  by  the  Committee  if  the  cause  ot 
omission  be  explained  to  their  satisfaction. 

XIV.  Any  Member  who  may  be  absent  from  Supemume 
the  United  Kingdom  during  the  whole  period  -^J'i- 
within  which  the  Annual  Subscription  is  pay- 
able,  may  be  considered  as  a  Supernumerary 
Member,  and  be  exempted  from  the  Subscrip- 
tion during  the  continuance  of  such  absence  ; 
but,  the  name  of  any  Member  availing  himselt 
of  this  indulgence  must  be  previously  entered 
by  the  Secretary  in  the  "Book  of  Supernu- 
merary  Members."    Such  Members  shall  be 
re-admitted  to  all  their  privileges  upon  their 
return  being  notified  in  writing  to  the  Secre- 
tary, provided  that  such  notification  be  given 
within  one  month  of  their  return  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  upon  payment  of  their  Subscrip- 
tion  for  the  then  current  year-which  Sub- 
8cription,if  due  and  paid  after  the  1st  of  NoTera- 
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i)er,  shall  be  then  received  as  the  Suhscriptioii 
due  on  the  subsequent  1st  of  January—and  fail- 
ing in  such  notification,  such  Members  shall  be 
considered  as  having-  withdrawn  themselves 
irom  the  Society. 

XV.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall 
have  power  to  elect,  from  time  to  time,  without 
ballot,  any  Princes  of  the  Blood  Royal,  Cabinet 
Mimsters,  Bishops,  and  any  Distinguished  or 
i^ianient  Individuals,  to  be  Honorary  Mem- 
BEus  of  the  Society.  At  such  Election  six  at 
least  of  the  Committee  shall  be  present,  and 
all  concur  therein. 

XVI.  Gentlemen  residing  in  the  Colonies 
shall  be  eligible  to  become  Associated  Mem- 
bers of  the  Colonial  Society  (subject  to  the 
Ballot,  and  to  be  proposed  by  one  Member  and 
seconded  by  another),  on  an  annual  payment 
of  Two  Guineas,— and  on  occasional  Visits  to 
the  United  Kingdom  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  privileges  of  Members— such  Visits  not  to 
exceed  three  months  in  any  one  year.  Provided 
that  they  be  proposed  and  seconded  previous  to 
the  1st  of  January,  1843,  or  that  they  pay 
three  years'  subscriptions. 

Associated  Members  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  vote  on  the  affairs  of  the  Society. 

XVII.  When  any  person  shall  have  been 
elected  a  Member  of  the  Society,  whether  by 
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the  Committee  of  Management  or  General  Bal-  ^^^^^^^  "^ 
lot,  and  it  shall  become  known  to  the  Com- 
mittee that  the  Individual  is  an  unfit  or  im- 
proper person;   or  when   any  such  election 
shall  have  taken  place  in  consequence  of  any 
misrepresentation  or  concealment   as   to   the 
conduct,   character,   or  respectability   of  the 
Individual  elected ;  or  when  any  Member  shall 
n-ilfuUy  infringe  any  of  the  Rules  or  Regula- 
tions, or    Ordinances   of  the    Committee    of 
Management,  such  Committee  shall  have  power 
to  remove  his  name  from  the  List  of  Members, 
the  decision  on  the  removal  being  by  ballot, 
provided  there  is  at  least  one  half  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Management  present,  and  of  whom 
not  less  than  two-thirds  vote  for  his  expulsion. 
Should  such  Member  dispute  the  propriety  of 
his   removal    by  the   Committee,   a    Special 
General  Meeting  shall  be  convened  by  the  Com- 
mittee, and  the  sense  thereof  on  the  question  of 
expulsion,  taken  by  ballot,  shall  be  decisive. 
Between  the  decision  of  the  Committee,  and 
the  final  decision  of  the  General  Meeting,  such 
Member  shall  be  suspended  from  all  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Society ;  and  any  Member  so  ex- 
pelled, whether  by  the  Committee  or  a  General 
Meeting,  or  any  Member  who  shall  resign  or 
cease  to  belong  to  the  Society,  shall  forfeit,  ipso 
fado,  all  right  or  claim  upon  the  Society,  or 
its  property,  or  funds ;  and  sha..  -ease  to  be  a 
Member  without  appeal,

Visitors.  XVIII.  The  Committee  of  ]\Ianagemeiit 
.sliall  have  power  to  invite  Gentlemen  of  any 
Country,  whose  names  shall  have  heen  proposed 
to  them  by  letter  from  any  Meml)er  of  the 
Society,  to  become  Visitors  (without  Admis- 
sion Fee  or  Subscription)  during  any  tcTn- 
porary  residence  in  England,  and  to  enjoy  all 
the  advantages  of  the  Society  (that  of  voting 
and  introducing  a  friend  excepted).  The 
number  so  to  be  elected  not  to  exceed  Twenty 
at  any  one  time,  and  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
three  months  in  any  one  year.  The  name& 
of  such  persons,  with  the  name  of  the  Member 
proposing  them,  shall  be  entered  by  the  Secre- 
tary in  a  Book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose* 
No  person  permanently  resident  in  England 
shall  be  admitted  under  this  Rule.

XIX.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall 
consist  of  thirty-six  Members,  to  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  General  Meeting  to  be  held  on  the 
2nd  day  of  December,  1841.  And  in  the  year 
1843,  and  all  subsequent  years,  one- third  of 
such  Committee  (the  first  twelve  by  lot ;  the 
second  twelve  also  by  lot — to  be  confined  to 
the  then  remaining  twenty-four  original  Mem- 
bers ;  and  subsequently  by  rotation)  shall 
retire  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  June ;  and 
shall  be  replaced  at  an  Annual  Meeting  to  be 
held  on  that  day  by  twelve  Members  nominated 
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],y  the  Committee,  a  list  of  whose  names  shall 

be  posted  in  the  Principal  Drawing  Room  and 

Coffee   Room  of  the  Society,  fonrteen  days 

before  such  Meeting;   the  retiring   Members  ^^^^^^^^^^ 

to  1)6  eli-ible  to  re-election;  but  any  Membei  ,,,,, j„,,j,,,, 

of  the  Society  shall  be  at  liberty  to  propose  c.un.ittco.

XX.  Every  vacancy  in  the  Committee  of  Vaound- 
Management,  prior  to  the  Annual  General 
Meeting,  shall  be  filled  up  by  the  person 
having  had  the  greatest  number  of  Votes,  but 
not  having  been  elected  at  the  last  ballot;  and 
the  Individual  so  chosen  shall  continue  in  office 
so  long  as  the  person,  in  whose  stead  he  may 
be  elected,  would  have  been  entitled  to  remain. 

X\T    Anv  Member  of  the  Committee  of  MemiKisof 
Management  not  attending  for  the  space   oi  „,t  .^t^^^^i. 
six  months  shall  be,  ipso  facto,  out  of  the  Com-  ing. 
mittee ;  and  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  up 
forthwith.

Attends  in  the  hall  for  the  pur])ose  of  being  employed 
hy  Members  in  the  conveyance  of  letters,  messages,  &c., 
for  which  he  is  remunerated  by  them  according  to  a 
scale  fixed  by  the  Committee,  and  exhibited  in  the 
hall. 

COFFEE-ROOM. 

The  Steward  is  to  be  in  attendance  during  the  coffee- 
room  dinner  hours,  in  order  to  see  that  the  business  is 
properly  conducted  by  the  Waiters,  and  to  attend  to  and 
redress  the  complaints  of  Members. 

The  Butler  attends  the  coffee-room  in  person,  to  sup- 
ply the  wines,  &c.,  called  for,  and  makes  the  charges  for 
the  same  (according  to  the  established  prices)  upon  the 
dinner  bills  o'  Members. 

Breakfasts  and  luncheons  may  be  ordered  until  four 
o'clock  ;  after  that  hour  dinner  prices  commence— bills 
must  be  made  out,  and  the  "  tahle-monef  charged. 

Suppers  may  be  ordered  until  one  o'clock,  after 
which  hour  no  orders  of  any  description  can  be  re- 
ceived. 

Members,  when  ordering  their  dinners,  are  requested 
to  fill  up  a  form  of  dinner-bill  themselves^  and  not 
employ  a  waiter  to  do  it ;  and  when  friends  dine  with 
them,  to  insert  their  names,  in  addition  to  their  own,  on 
the  dinner-bill. 

Members  having  occasion  to  find  fault  with  the  provi- 
sions, cooking,  attendance  of  servants,  &c.,  are  requested  to 
send,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  Steward  {wlio  is  respon- 
sible for  the  conduct  of  the  servants  generally/),  and  if  his 
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explanation  shall  not  be  satisfactory,  a  written  com-

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DRESSING-ROOMS. 

No  dressing-room  can  be  occupied  by  the  servant  of  a 
Member  previous  to  the  arrival  of  his  master  to  dress. 

Any  portmanteau,  bag,  or  luggage  of  any  kind, 
brouo-'ht  by  the  servants  of  Members  into  the  dressmg- 
room^s,  is  to  be  taken  away  immediately  after  use,  and 
not  to  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  house  to  be  used  on 
any  future  occasion. 

No  servant  of  the  Society  to  be  employed  by  any 
Member  to  assist  him  in  dressing. 

No  servant  of  a  Member  to  be  allowed  to  go  down 
into  the  lower  or  basement  story  of  the  house. 

The  same  rule  as  to  payment  for  articles  of  earthen- 
ware which  may  be  broken,  applies  here  as  noted  under 
the  head  of  "  Coffee-room." 

Members  are  requested  to  give  notice,  in  writing,  to 
the  Secretary,  h^  letter,  of  any  irregularity  m-  neglect 
on  the  part  of  the  servants.  And  no  application  tor 
reinstatement  from  a  servant  who  may  have  been  dis- 
missed on  the  representation  of  a  Member,  shall  be  read 
or  taken  into  consideration,  unless  it  shall  come  through, 
and  be  recommended  by,  the  Member  for  misconduct  to 
whom  he  was  dismissed.
